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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 1 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Calabro (US 
Patent 3,403,434). 

Calabro discloses an apparatus comprising an elongated rectangular header 
plate 40 having a slot in either end, and a centrally located clear hole through which a 
pressing shaft can extend (fig. 3), two support rods 24. each being received in one of 
the slots in the header plate and extending downwards relative to the direction of 
pressing force of the pressing shaft, the length of each support rod below the header 
plate being adjustable(see threads and screw 44 in fig. 3), and a stirrup shaped adaptor 
30 attached to an end of each support rod (fig. 3). Applicant should know that the 
apparatus of Calabro could be used as intended in the claim. A recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invenfion and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between, the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Calabro 
in view of Lee (US Patent 2.677,174). 

Calabro discloses a support adaptor assembly as shown above. Although 
.Calabro does not disclose each stirrup shaped adaptor having a bolt with a shank that 
extend through holes in opposing legs of the respective adaptor, however such stirrup 
shaped adaptors are known as attested by Lee, see column 2, lines 27-29 and figure 1 . 
Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made, to have substituted the stirrup shaped adaptors of Calabro with the 
one taught by Lee when working on a component with lugs or other complementary 
structure that could be securely held by the stirrup shaped adaptors. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 13-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.

6. Applicant's arguments witli respect to claims 1 1 and 12 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
